PRISON EXPERT 


Dr. Hastings H. Hart Advo- 
cates Government Estab- 


for Its Prisoners. 


The St. Louis jail was celled 
“one of the best-kept jails in the 
United States” by Dr. Hastings H. 
Hart, director of the department 
on penology and penal institutions 
of the Russell Sage Foundation, in 
his report as chairman of the 
committee of lockups and jails at 
the recent American Prison Con- 
gress in Salt Lake City. 


Dr. Hart added that the S&¢. uls 
jail was “as clean and sanitary as 
a hospital.” His surveys of local 
institutions this year have given 
impetus to extensive changes in 
their arrangement and the quarter- 
ing of their inmates. The Con- 
gress voted to reprint his report, 
and advance copies are in the 
hands of Migs Carol Bates of the 
Missouri Welfare Teague, who 
served on Dr. Hart's committee. 

Prisons Have Been Improved. 

Prisons in the last 50 years have 
been vastly improved, Dr. Hart 
said, but there had been no corre- 
sponding improvement in county 
and city jails and village lockups. 
“It is am ineontrovertible fact that 
these jails are administered with- 
out any reformatory program, and 
it is well-nigh a universa] fact that 
those who are incarcerated in them 
come out worse than they go in,’’ 
he declared. 

The reasons for this he listéd in 
six “evils,” with, their remedies. 
One that he stressed was over- 
ee aes the attendant evil of 
putting © prisoners in a_ cell 
“smalj enough’ for one. A reme- 
dy he cited was putting a halt td 
the practice of the Federal Govern- 
ment of “sponging”’ on cities and 
counties for jail space. - He point- 
ed out that the city prisoners here, 
in a 132-eell jail, number 125 to 
200, and the Government prisoners 
last year averaged nearly 100, so

Advocates Federal Jails. 


He advocated establishment of 

Federal jails in every city or. ju- 
dicial district where the average 
number of Federal prisoners runs 
as high as 60. His other two rem- 
edies were the speeding up of trials 
to let prisoners awaiting tria] have 
freedom or go to their punishment, 
and the speeding up of jail con- 
struction to keep pace with grow- 
ing population. 
The first evil he mentionel was 
compulsory association of all kinds 
of prisoners. He advocated separ- 
ation of the inexperienced from the 
hardened, isolation of the distased, 
removal of women, children and 
the insane to institutions better fit- 
ted to care for them, and of con- 
victed prisoners to a workhouse o- 
farm. : 

The latter suggestion also was 
a remedy for idleness. He indorsed 
the St. Louis method of permitting 
the prisoners to do the “house- 
. y| work,” and the “Vermont plan,” 
whereby jail prisoners went out to 
work for farmers and townspeople, 
$1 a day being deducted from their 
wages for jail maintenance and the 
remainder being saved for” their 
families. 

Again, voluntary employment 
might aid in cembating defective 
discipline. Adequate supervision, 
as in Alabama and Massachusetts, 
and training for jailers and turn- 
keys, also were advocated. Dete- 
rioration from mental stagnation 
and degrading influences might be 
counteracted by schools and libra- 
ries in jails; preferably as bramches 
of the public schools and public 
library. “ 

Unsanitary conditions might be 
eliminated by the establishment of 
“hospital standards,” as here and 
at the women’s department of the 
Essex County Penitentiary in New, 
Jersey, with use of “soap, water 
and elbow grease instead of disin- 
fectants.” Dr. Hart advocated also 
a prison laundry, removal of feed- 
ing from the fee system, daily med- 
ical service and frequent changes 
of Glothing, towels and bed cloth- 
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veteens ; some

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CHICAGO AUDIENCE CHEERS 
AS DAVIS TALKS ON HONESTY 
AND PERSONAL LIBERTY, 


Nominee Says Latter Phrase Means Freedom 
From Unlawful Search and Seizure: Will- 
ing to Make Republican Record the Issue.

CHICAGO, Il1., Sept. 19.—More 
than 15,000 Chicagoans reacted last 
night to John W. Davis’ creed of 


‘Americanism by going into a frenzy 


of enthusiasm that outdid any pre- 
vious demonstration on his Western 
eampaign tour. 

There was applause all the way 
through his exposition of the trin- 
ity of principles composing the 
creed-human equality, personal lib- 
erty, and popular sovereignty. 

It was when he spoke the words 
“personal liberty’’ that the great- 
est tumult broke loose. The crow1i 
got to its feet and nearly took the 
roof off the hall with its cheering. 
Hats were sailed into the air. <A 
band chimed in. One might have 
imagined that he was back in Vad- 
ison Square'Garden, New York, at 
the Democratic convention, listen- 
ing to a “demonstration” for a can- 
didate. But there was nothing arti- 
ficial in this enthusiasm. 

“I am giad to see that there is 
life in the old world yet,”’ said Da- 
vis when the noise died down. 

That started another round af 
applause. 

“Personal liberty,”’ went on Da- 
vis, “those inalienable rights of 
freedom) of the person; freedom of 
speech, which means to say things 
Governments do not like just as 
well as things they do; freedom of 
the press; freedom of religious 
worship and practice; freedom 
from unlawful search and seizure.” 

Cheering followed each item-of 
the definition, rising to great vol- 
ume when he named ‘religious 
freedom’’ and “freedom from un- 
lawful search and seizure.”

The speech was in the Dexter 
pavilion at the stockyards. Its 
ordinary seating capacity of 10.,-

M is very disobedient, ana Tf 

wonder if you will tell me 

how to correct the fault. I have 

tried almost every known remedy. 

but nothing seems to help.” Thus 
writes an earnest mother. 

First of all, do not worry. What 
you call disobedience is the normal 
reaction of a mere childish ‘mind, 
still too young to know much about 
right and wrong. 

Never accuse your little child of 
being disoredient. You may be un. 
consciously teaching him the very 
error which you decry. To threat- 

en with punishment, to scold, to re- 

mind a child of his ‘mistake and 
loudly request him to quit it—that 
is the wrong way. 

A child of such tender years nat- 
urally follows interest and desire 
rather impulsively. If he persists 
in doing a thing you desire him not 
to do, that is because the behavior 
occupies his mind and dominates 
his impulses. Now, put something 
else into-your child’s mind, some- 
thing you wish him to become in- 
terested in and do, and you may 
turn his conduct accordingly. 

Your baby girl runs off to the 
neighbors the next minute after 
you told her she must not go. That 
looks like disobeying your\ orders, 
but in fact a matter of obeying 
her mind and vision. Replace this 
vision with gnother one, Give the 
child some interesting substitute. 
Remember that she follows her 
ideas, but does not create them. 
While you are trying to puta good 
act into the habitual conduct of a 
child you must, to succeed, put an 
idea into the mind. The image 
goes ahead of the deed, the 
thought createst the conduct. 

“Now, Baby Daughter, here are 
your things and this is the way 
to play with them. I am glad you 
do not want to run away over 
there. That is good... How well 
you do it.” So I imagine you at

rents of your little girl from what 
you consider wrong to what you 
conceive of as right. 

Praise your child’s desirable acts 
and help him to forget the pass- 
able undesirable ones.

Desist from rebuking 
your child and from giving him 
orders. Plan simple deeds out of 
wich he may create his own un- 
derstanding of what were good and 
right for his daily behavior.

The straight, uncomplicated ordinary case of scar- 


let fever is not so bad. But the trouble is, the miserable disease is 


luardly ever of that type. 


The ears may become involved. 
Running ears, mastoid and even 
brain involvement are not uncom- 
mon complications. Deafness, more 
or less profound, may be left to 
hamper the young life. 

Heart disease anq other—serious 
troubles are’ among the many se- 
quels to this common disease of 
early life. 

Dr: Schick of Vienna, Dr, Park 
and Dr. Zingher of New York, and 
other scientists have taught the 
profession how to protect the chil- 
dren against diphtheria. Now 
comes the cheering news that Dr. 
Geo. F. Dick and Dr. Gladys Hen- 
ry Dick qnay hive solved the prob- 
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lem of guarding against scarlet 
fever, nen ge 

A short time ago at the ew 
York State Medical Society meet- 
ing Dr. Zingher, whom I have men- 
tioned, explained the nature of the 
test and told what might be ex- 
pected as a result of the discovery. 
“Inoculation is made through the 
arm, as in the Schick test,” said 
Dr. Zingher. “If the patient is sus- 
ceptible to scarlet fever, reaction 
is shown by the following day. The 
patient may then be made immune 


toxin tn increased quantities.”’ 

- If everything turns out as antici- 
pated, this dreadful diséase will be 
conquered. I trust further reports 
will justify the high hopes raised 
by the preliminary announcement. 


In the meantime, we must not 
overlook the things necessary to 
guard the children against infec- 
tions. It used to be thought a good 
thing to have the diseases of child- 
hood and to get over them é@arly in 
life. But now we recognize that it 
is. better o avoid them if possible. 
—It is-Probable that the moisture 
and secretions of the nose and 
mouth'carry the germs Of scarlet 
fever. If your child can avoid con- 
tact with the moist discharges of 
infected children, he has evéry hope 
of avoiding the disease. 

Clean hqnds and fasttgious use 

of them will go far towards safety. 
By fastidious use, I mean that a 
child should be taught that it isn’t 
nice to wipe his lips with his hand, 
or to fuss with hts nose- 
“ Contact of the hands with door- 
knobs, playthings, “toilet ’ articles, 
books and pencils may cause the 
palms or fingers to become contam- 
inated, 

The first rulé, then, is cleanliness

garden and market abound at this 
season. 

Attractive little jars, with white 
screW-On tops are to be had for 
the purpose, tiny little glasses may 
be. found on the top shelf where 
derelict dishes are stored, and 
many an odd shaped open-mouthed 


. bottle may be collected as the sea- 
son goes round which will be ex-— 


cellent for these preserves. Cov- 
ered with a thick, even white layer 
of paraffin, or gayly tied with a 
little fluted cup used as a cap, the 
jars may be made to look quite 
festive. 

The following combinations are 
suggested as especially appropri- 
ate for gift purposes. Care should 
be taken to cook the conserves 
quickly and not overlong, so that 
they will have a clear, bright color. 
When nuts are used they should 
bem added after all the cooking is 
done, as heat toughens the nuts 
and detracts from their flavor. 

Conserves are made in the same 
way as jams or marmaladeés of one 
kind of fruit, with the exception 
that fruits are usually com- 
bined to give a pleasing com- 
bination of Rader: of acid and ,jel- 
lying qualities and of color. The 
best product is obtained if the fruit 
is cooked for a few minutes before 
the sugar is added. This should be 
accomplished, if possible, without 
adding water, but if the fruit does 
not have sufficient juice, just 
enough water to keep the fruit 
from sticking may be addéd, and 
the mixture cooked in a covered 
kettle. Th preliminary cooking 
develops the jelly-making qualities 
and ensures a better quality of pro- 
duce if the ready-to-use pectins are 
not.used. Sugar for most conserves 
is used in the proportion of three- 
fourths as much sugar as fruit by 
measure—not: by weight. 

The. combinations follow: Equal 
parts of peaches and Damson plums 
with nut meats; pears with ginger; 
equal parts grapes, crabapples with 
nuts; one part peaches, ane part 
pineapple, one part white grapes 
— almonds; two pounds quinces 

wyo,oranges; equal parts apri- 
s and ‘peaches with nut meals,
